THE PRESIDENT 



In 1929 after having received the B.A. Degree from Mississippi College, Mr. Ras 
M. Branch came to Holmes Junior College as teacher of Science and coach of athletics. 
His college record both as student and athlete was outstanding. One of the twelve or 
thirteen men in the history of Mississippi College who have lettered in four sports- 
football, basketball, baseball, and track— he had also received numerous S.LA.A. 
honors in track and had been all -conference end in football for two years. 

It naturally followed that Mr. Branch, with his enthusiasm, his willingness to 
work/ and his understanding of young men and their problems, should lead the athletic 
teams of this school to many victories and championships during the years he served 
as coach. His services to this college were such that on October 16, 1936, the newly 
acquired athletic grounds were formally dedicated the Ras, ML Branch Field in his honor 

Faithful in the performance of his teaching duties, a loyal supporter of all school 
activities, and successful as athletic director, his accomplishments developed his ca- 
pacity for leadership to the extent that in 1940 Mr. Branch was made president of 
this institution. In the summer of 1940 he received the M. A. Degree from the University 
of Alabama. 1 

Believing in Holmes Junior College and its future, Mr. Branch has worked tire- 
lessly during his tenure of office to enlarge the physical plant and to improve and 
expand the curriculum to meet the growing needs. The physical plant has almost doubled 
in value during this time. Since 1946 additions valued at more than $250,000 have been 
secured at a cost of less than $20,000 to Holmes County Since 1940 the annex to the 
g.rls dormitory has been built; the old grammar school building has been purchased 
and converted into a dormitory, one hundred additional acres of land have been bought 
tor the school farm, the canning plant, two brick veneer dormitories, the brick veneer 
high school building, the Manual Arts Building, and the concrete stadium have been 
erected The library and the science laboratories have been improved. The laundry was 
installed in 1945. The basement of the dining hall building has been converted into 
an efficient bookstore and an attractive canteen. Fully equipped shops for woodwork 
auto and tractor mechanics, radio, and sheet metals now enable the school to offer 
courses of such nature. The engineering course and the concentrated business course 
have been added to the curriculum. In bis desire to serve the young men and women of 
this area, Mr. Branch has ever had the school and its welfare at heart. 

Having suffered a sever illness during the summer months of 1948 Mr Branrh 
has slowly and courageously regained his health and is now able to resume' his duties.
